The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a planetary gear train as 
recited in claim 20; specifically, wherein the planetary gar axles are mounted at an 
inclined angle with respect to an axle of the sun gear, each planetary gear is axially 
displaceable upon the corresponding planetary gear axle and the adjusting mechanism is 
operatively situated between the planetary gear carrier and the planetary gears for 
adjusting a position of the planetary gears on the planetary gear axles for a backlash.
